liy virtue of the power and authority con- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Nevada, 
the board of county commissioners ol 
Washoe county, do order us fellows: 


SECTION 1.—Section nine of said ordinance 
is here by amended so as to read as fellows: 


SEC. 
9.—Every person, Urm or association 
engaged in the business of selling goods, 
wares, merchandise or other personal prop- 
erty or real estate, at auction or public out 
ory, shall pay quarterly for a license to 
carry on or conduct such business, five 
hundred dollars; or for a monthly license 
[which shall date from the first day of the 
month in which such license Is issued] two 
hundred and fifty dollars, or by the day, for 
each and every day, that he or they shall be 
engaged ;n such business, twenty-five dollars: 
provided, however that any person may sell 
at auction or public out cry [where the same 
is not shipped in for the purpose of such 
sale] any such property in job lots and in 
limited quantities, outside and away from 
any place of business established, fixed or 
maintained for that purpose, by paying a 
quarterly license of three dollars. 


SBC. 
2.—Section twentyfive of said ordi- 
nance is hereby amended so as to read us 
fellows: 
SEC. 25 —Every persons, firm, association or 
corporation having a fixed place of business 
and not herein specifically mentioned or enu- 
merated, dealing in good*, wares or mer- 
chandise, or pursuing any calling, trade or 
profession, shall pay a quarterly license of 
three dollars.

Races begin ill, 1 o'clock fehurp p. u. 
Dinl cloclc imlicuteH tho time each raco 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between rnco. 
Signals—Bell rull denotes to saddle. 13uglo 
culls the horsos to post. 


The bugle cull will bo precisely five minutes 
after the saddle cull 


Owners, trainers, joi'kcys or others having 
euro oi the nuiinul, thai do not sent! the horse 
out promptly at post si/nml will be lined. 


Nominations to all stakes must bi» made to 
the .Secretary on or before tho 1st day of 
September, 18U3. 


Entries for the running purses mus-t be 
made two dujs prccedinij the race, before 8 
o'clock 3^, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Senretarj in v riting- w Inch they 
will start the day before the race at I) 1'. M. 


Horses entered in pnrscNOUHoiily be drawn 
by consent of this judges. 


In making entries for purse rurcs, the 
name, age ami sex oi the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run uiiro at the meeting, 
tho name of the horse, with tho weight to be 
carried at the raco i.s suiJiHcnt. 


In purses and litakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
inuy be declared oil' by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not coniiict with this rule, all 
horses that havo not won before ,Septembcr 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and till horses 
that have won prior to September Istshal 
carry ii\o pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent. entr«iico to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing tho jot-key out. 


Where there i» more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
horse they arc to start must be named by 6 
p. M. of the day preceding tho race. 


No udded money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close .September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purocs divided at 
the rate of 60, 30 au 1 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing ruces ur- tho best 
three in iive, unless otherwise specified; live 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Hoard reserves tho right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by tiio with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horses not (firming 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and In 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear thej may contest for the 
entrance money, to bo divided a« follows 
66?<; to the first and 83^ to the second. 


In dividing put-sea no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may bo re- 
fused. 
Every person subscribing to a sweepstake 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association ruilts, to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coa&t Blood 
Borne Association rules to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
